Forget serious discussion about the future of America. On social me- 
dia— from the snark-centric world of Twitter to the picture’s-worth- 
1,000-insults pages ofTumblr— it’s an ill-timed slip of the tongue that 
fires up folks’ political passions. 

And Republican presidential nominee Mitt Romney served up a 
doozy Tuesday night with a weird turn of phrase that instantly launched 
“binders full of women” into the Internet’s lexicon. 

First, some context. When Romney and President Barack Obama 
were asked at Tuesday’s town hall debate what they would do to ad- 
dress salary equity issues for women, Romney instead told a story 
about his time as governor of Massachusetts. 

He said he was considering applicants for his Cabinet and noticed 
that almost all of them were men. So, the story goes, he made a point 


of recruiting women for the posts. 

“We took a concerted effort to go out and find women who had 
backgrounds that could be qualified to become members of our Cabi- 
net,” he said. 

“I went to a number of women’s groups and said, ‘Can you help us 
find folks,’ and they brought us whole binders full of women.” 

Mere seconds later, commentary on the wording, which conjures up 
images of little black books or women Hterally being crammed into 
notebooks, was lighting up the Web — and the Trapper Keeper’s role in 
the 2012 election had begun. 

“Binders full of women is what they find in a serial killer’s apartment,” 
zinged Adam Sternbergh of New Tbrk Times magazine. “Fonzie had 
binders of women too #debate #littleblackbook,” added comedian 
Steve Agee via Twitter. 



Tumbir 

Forget President Obama’s perceived 
comeback. The real winner of this debate 
was the “Binders Full of Women" Tumbir 
account. As a repository for the Web’s wit, 
the quickly crafted page acted as home 
base for images goofing on the phrase. 
Favorites? Celebrity chef Paula Deen rid- 
ing a Trapper Keeper like a rodeo cowgirl 
and a Photoshopped Beyonce singing, 

“If you liked It then you should have put 
three rings on it.” 

Twitter 

The first presidential debate gave us 
Fired Big Bird and Big Bird Romney. The 
vice presidential tilt spawned Laughing 
Joe Blden. And this one was no different. 
Long before Tuesday’s debate was over, 
Romney’s Binder was tweeting away. 
Among its greatest hits: “No comment on 
the rumors that Bill Clinton has already 
asked to borrow me.”

Gruesome discovery 
in Denver bar biaze 


DENVER Firefighters who rushed to 
douse an early morning fire at a Denver 
bar Wednesday found the bodies of four wom- 
en and a man in the charred building in what 
investigators described as a gruesome scene of 
possibly violent deaths. 

The fire at Fero’s Bar and Grill first was spot- 
ted by a police officer who called authorities to 
report the blaze between 1:30 and 2 a.m., Den- 
ver police spokesman Detective John White 
said. 

“There appeared to be trauma to the bod- 
ies” that led investigators to “believe these were 
not natural deaths,” White said. Fie declined to 
say how they died, including whether they had 
been shot.

“Often in these 
cases, someone will set a building on fire to 
cover up another crime.”

Pumpkin beer 
fans, drink up

There may be no style of beer more polarizing than the 
pumpkin variety 

Though hugely popular— enough to warrant a few new 
brands every fall, anyway— they also seem to elicit more 
sneers than any other style. I’ve largely been among the 
sneerers, which is why when it came time to evaluate 20 
pumpkin beers, I called in a die-hard fan. 

Pumpkin beer was my 24-year-old colleague Lauren 
Krause’s entry into the craft beer world after college. Not 
only does she find autumn’s smells and flavors “insanely 
comforting” (draw No. i), pumpkin beer was an easy style 
to reckon with when faced with so many options (draw 
No. 2). It’s probably a common story that helps explains 
pumpkin beer’s popularity 

Now, she said, “It’s a must-have— I have to have pumpkin 
beer every fall.” One afternoon, we assembled a team to taste 
those beers. The conclusion: Even in such a narrow style, 
the taste, body and quality vary widely Even Krause was 
surprised at the differences. 

“I had mostly lumped them all together,” she said. “It was 
interesting to compare and contrast and see who knows 
what they’re doing and who doesn’t.” 

Here’s who knows what they’re doing and who doesn’t, 
with comments from our discussion:

Autumn is made for soup, and the most 
soul-satisfying bowl of this young fall sea- 
son is found at Publican Quality Meats. 

Ribollita (“reboiled” in Italian) is essen- 
tially a Tuscan “garbage soup” thrown to- 
gether with whatever leftover meat and 
bread scraps can be found. Of course, 

PQM’s rendition receives Publican’s love 
and care: Its stewlike thickness comes 
from house-baked olive oil focaccia ends 
(the same bread used in its muffuletta), 
pingpong-size chunks soaking in the ham 
and white bean broth to the point of 
hearty disintegration. Cotechino sausage 
and braised kale turn the soup from 
starter course to free-standing meal.

I’ve never really actually thought about that. Frankly.

far less stable to deal with it. I think I would 
be overwhelmed at this point and would not 
really be able to execute the classical things 
that come along with this when you decide 
you want to be a producer. I feel in large 
parts vindicated. I’m glad that that vindica- 
tion is coming from my hometown. Chicago 
means a lot to me. I still identify myself as 
a Chicagoan. People say, “Where are you 
from?” The first thing out of my mouth is, 
“I’m from Chicago,” and I say that with 
great pride. 

I really enjoyed “Mr. Sophistication.” For 
Ron Waters, are you naturally that smooth, 
or did you have to do some research to get 
to that point? 

[Laughs.] Harry Lennix is not [as] smooth as 
Ron Waters. [Laughs.] When I was a single 
man I didn’t walk around with a black suit on 
and a lot of pomade in my hair or anything. I 
think I have a bit of Ron Waters in me from 
people I’ve observed. I was never the smooth 
guy with lines or anything but I’m fairly witty, 
so I’m probably a little more — I can’t say off 
the cuff ’cause Ron’s very off the cuff too. 

I’m a little more deliberative. [Laughs.] I can 
focus in a little bit more than Ron. 

Danny wrote the part specifically for you. 


Why do you think he wrote it this way? I’m 
unclear if this is based on a true story. 

It is insofar as an amalgamation of personali- 
ties and biographical figures, but there was 
no guy named Ron Waters. It’s our kind of 
blending, or Danny’s blending, of a guy by 
the name of Jon Edwards, who actually is one 
of the producers, Richard Pryor and Lenny 
Bruce. So somebody that can flow on stage 
talking about real events in real time, and is 
crazy, like most comedians, but has a kind of 
definite smooth style or veneer that he puts 
on, this suit of armor. So he’s really a mix of 
all of those personaHties. So in that sense it’s 
based on real people, although not on a true 
story so to speak. 

Have you seen that a lot of people online 
want you to play President Obama? When’s 
that going to happen? 

[Laughs.] I think a lot of things depend on 
what goes on on Nov. 6. If it happens, I don’t 
believe any movie will be made about Presi- 
dent Obama until he is no longer President 
Obama [and is] the former president. Doing 
a movie about a sitting president is ill- 
advised— to wit, Ohver Stone’s “W” I didn’t 
see that film, but I don’t think it was a good 
thing to do that at that time while he was still

Wiping materials are a delicate matter when 
it comes to their functional specificity: pa- 
per towels don’t flush, tissues don’t work for 
wiping things up, and toilet paper anywhere 
outside your own personal bathroom is pretty 
much useless for anything, including being 
toilet paper. 

In an effort to confront this universal prob- 
lem, Sean Riley, 27, thought up Dude Wipes, 
flushable wipes that serve as an all-purpose 
solution to the dirtiness that plagues dudes 
(and everyone else) on a day-to-day basis. 

Riley of Lakeview, said he and his friends 
bought baby wipes all through college and 
during the years after graduation. But Riley 
was frustrated by the kind of wipes the econ- 
omy packs from Sam’s Club offered, as well as 
their lack of mobMity Seeing an opportunity 
he set out to dude-ify the wipe. 

“One thing we wanted to do was make sure 
that they were the highest-quafity of flush- 
able wipes, so we contacted a manufacturer 
for that,” he said. “We wanted them to have 
a fresh, mild scent, nothing too fragrant, and 


they have natural aloes and vitamin E infused 
for sensitive formulas.” 

Cadillac Shemerdiak, a 22-year-old student 
at Columbia College Chicago, is one buyer 
who has been particularly happy with the 
wipes. He ordered them from amazon.com 


after reading user reviews, and now carries 
them in his backpack. 

“I was looking for something to try out, dif- 
ferent in regard to using toilet paper,” he said. 
“I wanted something that could clean up dirty 
stains a flttle more.” 


The product launched in July and is avail- 
able mostly online. Riley said the larger aim 
of the brand was to be “interactive and en- 
tertaining, blunt and fun” because “people 
aren’t always comfortable talking about those 
things.” 

The wipes’ package features tweets from 
product users, and a new tweet appears every 
time the company gets a new shipment. The 
picture on the box, of a caveman carrying toi- 
let paper, was a customer submission. 

“We like to engage people in furmy conver- 
sation, so we’re trying to encourage that with 
the wipes too,” Riley said. 

The product isn’t just for dudes, despite 
what the name would indicate. 

“A lot of women really liked them at North 
Coast Fest,” he said. “They were buying them 
by the handful and shoving them into their 
purse.” 

The brand doesn’t have any plans to expand 
to other products anytime soon, only diversi- 
fying and perfecting the Dude Wipe. 

“It’s early,” Riley said. “We’re 
just trying to build a presence.”
